Whether it's the planned Hurontario 
LRT in Mississauga, the Zum rapid 
bus network in Brampton, the 
Unionville GO station in Markham or 
the vast GO and TTC systems serving 
downtown Toronto, rapid transit is a 
big selling point in the GTA's regional 
bid for Amazon's new headquarters. 

A GTA-wide proposal with 10 poten- 
tial sites spread across half a dozen re- 
gional communities all highlight the 
social and educational amenities of 


each area, and importantly the ex- 
panding new transit links in the re- 
gion. 

That's a key requirement for Ama- 
zon, since it says the winning bid must 
be within 45 minutes from an airport, 
close to major highways and roads 
and be served directly by mass transit, 
train, subway or bus networks. 

The Seattle-based e-commerce giant 
plans to spend US$5 billion to build a 
second headquarters and create 


50,000 jobs over the next decade. 

In its RFP to the potential bidding 
cities issued six weeks ago, the com- 
pany said the jobs would be highly 
skilled with salaries and benefits of 
more than $100,000 a year. 

More than 100 cities across North 
America - including 10 in Canada - 
have bid for the new project, which 
could become the biggest real estate

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Airbus Bombardier Deal another win for Mississauga aerospace

The blockbuster deal that 
saw Bombardier sell control 
of its C Series jet aircraft to 
European giant Airbus will 
probably take years to 
assess but in the end it could 
prove another shot in the 
arm for Mississauga’s 
growing aircraft sector. 

The cluster around 
Pearson Airport already 
contains many companies - 
MHI Canada Aerospace 
Inc. and Tohmei Industries 
for example — that supply 
and assemble key compo- 
nents for Bombardier re- 
gional and business jets. 
And Prat and Whitney 
Canada, based on Courtney- 
park Dr., is a unit of the 
Montreal jet engine maker 
that supplies the C Series 
and employs more than 
9,000 in Canada. 

Another supplier, Koss 
Aerospace, on Tranmere 


Dr., makes key parts for the 


C Series and _ Global 
7000/8000 regional jets 
built by Bombardier. 
Meanwhile, nearby Global 
Aerospace builds landing 
gear parts for Airbus, 
Boeing and Bombardier air- 
craft and Magellan Aero- 


space supplies complex 
parts for all the big aircraft 
builders. 

The deal that appears to 
solidify the future for the 
troubled C Series program 
was welcomed by investors, 
who pushed up the com- 
pany’s shares by 25 per cent 


on the TSX on Tuesday. But 
it’s also an admission of fail- 
ure of sorts for Montreal- 
based Bombardier, showing 
it can’t thrive without a 
deep-pocketed partner in 
the cutthroat global air 
sector. 

Still, it could help boost 
local companies and suppli- 
ers around the country with 
potential new markets as 


the C Series program 
expands under Airbus’s 
guidance. 


Airbus expects the C Se- 
ries could sell up to 6,000 
100-to-150-seat fuel-effi- 
cient passenger planes 
around the world in the next 
20 years under the new 
partnership. Airbus opera- 
tions in Canada, which 
employ 1,900, will also 
likely expand. 

“This is a win-win for 
everybody!” said Airbus 


CEO Tom Enders. “The C 
Series, with its state-of-the- 
art design and_ great 
economics, is a great fit with 
our existing single-aisle 
aircraft family and rapidly 
extends our product offer- 
ing into a fast growing 
market sector. I have no 
doubt that our partnership 
with Bombardier will boost 
sales and the value of this 
program tremendously.” 

Ottawa, which gave Bom- 
bardier $372 million earlier 
this year to help the com- 
pany survive, now faces a 
decision on whether to 
approve the deal before it 
closes next spring. 

Navdeep Bains, the 
Mississauga Liberal MP 
who is minister of innova- 
tion, science and economic 
development, said the 
Airbus acquisition is subject 
to federal review. 


“On the surface, Bom- 
bardier’s new proposed 
partnership with Airbus on 
this aircraft would help 
position the C Series for 
success by combining excel- 
lence in innovation with 
increased market access and 
an unrivalled global sales 


force,” Bains said in a 
statement. 
“With this proposed 


partnership, Airbus would 
commit to making Canada 
its fifth home country and 
the first outside Europe.” 
“Airbus already employs 
a Canadian workforce of 
1,900 people across seven 
provinces and generates 
$1.2 billion of Canadian 
supply chain spending. 
This presents further 
opportunity to grow our 
aerospace industry and cre- 
ate well-paying middle-class 
jobs across the country.” 


Brampton mayor says province wants cities to review pot-smoking centre idea

The Ontario government is 
not just going to sell pot 
through LCBO-type stores, 
it's also looking at whether 
to set up stand-alone sites 
where people can smoke the 
marijuana they buy. 

The province has asked 
cities for feedback on five 
areas of its new pot policy 
ahead of pending legislation 
to implement the plan, 
Mayor Linda Jeffrey told 
Brampton council. 

One of these areas is 
getting municipal ideas on 
whether there should be 
stand-alone centres where 
pot can be smoked. Presum- 
ably that's meant to encour- 
age users to avoid smoking 


at work, in their car or in 
public spaces, things that 
are already prohibited 
under the provincial plan. 
“They want to know what 
to consider in creating a 
place of use regime,” the 
mayor told councillors. 
"There's a possibility of 
establishing a designated 
establishment and venue 
where recreational cannabis 
can be consumed after 


legalization has been 
implemented.” 
“They want to explore 
those approaches’ with 
municipalities.” 


The province and munici- 
palities are also currently in 
talks to decide how to split 
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the hundreds of millions or 
billions of dollars expected 
from legal sales of mari- 
juana. After the costs of 
building or renting and su- 
pervising new pot stores 
and paying the OPSEU 
unionized workers who will 
man them, there still could 
be hundreds of millions 
of dollars left over for cash- 
hungry governments to tax 
and fight over. 

A50-50 split of what's left 
is possible but those talks 
will likely continue for a 
while. 

Last month, Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa and 
Attorney General Yasir 
Naqvi announced _ the

province will open 80 pot 
stores over the first year and 
up to 150 stores by 2020. 
The system will be overseen 
and controlled by the LCBO, 
the province’s Crown- 
owned liquor retailer. 

Other provinces are also 
considering their pot retail 
policies as the Justin 
Trudeau government moves 
to legalize marijuana by 
next July. 

Reports say Sousa is 
considering a $10 per gram 
price for pot at government 
stores, but has not decided 
the price, markup or tax 
levels yet. 

“We haven’t determined 
the price,” Sousa said in a

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recent interview with Peel 
Daily News. “There’s lots of 
speculation about what it 
could be or should be but I 
have to have those discus- 
sions with the federal 
government and my col- 
leagues from other provinces.” 

“Ultimately we want to 
establish some degree of 
uniformity on price, some- 
thing that will help us 
eliminate illicit activity but at 
the same time won’t encour- 
age usage, especially with 
the young people. We're try- 
ing to take the right balance. 

In Brampton, Jeffrey noted 
the cities are also in discus- 
sions with Queen’s Park on: 
- Retail and distribution 


structure. Will communities 
oppose locations for the new 
planned pot outlets run by 
the LCBO. 

--Possession. How will 
municipal costs for enforce- 
ment rise if local police 
crack down on those under 
19 who cannot legally have 
pot. “That’s something that 


municipalities across 
Ontario are grappling with,” 
said Jeffrey. 


The governments must 
also figure out ways to deal 
with home cultivation of 
pot, the 110. storefront 
dispensaries currently oper- 
ating in Ontario and grapple 
with the costs of enforce- 
ment and education programs.

development in Canadian 
history and pump billions 
of ollars into _ local 
economies and the coffers 
of cash-strapped cities. 

Some have wondered 
whether selecting 10 sites in 
the region was wise. 

Brampton councillor 
Martin Medeiros told Peel 
Daily News he's "not sure if 
10 awe in one full pro- 
posal is effective." 

"I would have preferred a 
more focused list of one to 
five," he says. "But it shows 
how advantageous this re- 
gion is and points to our 
strong communities." 

But there are solid 
grounds to handle the GTA 
bid in this broad way. 

Since the Toronto Global 
foreign investment agency 
quarterbacked the bid - and 
its $19.5 million start up 
budget is paid by Ottawa, 
Ontario and all the GTA 
communities - it made 
sense to provide sites from 
Halton and Peel to Toronto 
as well as York and Durham 
regions. 

Julia Sakas, the market- 
ing and communications di- 
rector for Toronto Global, 


said the Amazon RFP's re- 
quirements for a site "are 
very specific", so the agency 
followed the company's re- 
quests. 

"Working with _ these 
specs, we asked each mu- 
nicipality within the 
Toronto region to provide 
potential sites that best fit 
the requirements set out by 
Amazon," she said in an 
email. 

"We then had a third 
party consultant, Deloitte, 
review the sites before in- 
cluding them in the bid 
book. It is now in Amazon’s 
purview to review what we 
have submitted and deter- 
mine which site(s) might be 
worth pursuing further." 

Sakas said "these 10 sites 
offer Amazon, or anyone 
else for that matter, a re- 
markably rich snapshot of 
what our region has to offer, 
everything from downtown 
office space, to commercial 

arks to suburban sites — all 

ighly accessible by way of 
transit and all very afford- 
able in competitive terms." 

In its RFP instructions to 
cities bidding for the new 
project, Amazon noted that 
"finding suitable build- 


ings/sites is of paramount 
importance." 

"Amazon HQ2 is a trans- 
formational project, and we 
must ensure we have the 
best real estate options 
available, whether this be a 
redevelopment opportu- 
nity, a partnership with the 
state, province, local gov- 
ernment or new buildings. 
All options are under con- 
sideration. 

All 10 sites have strong 
supporters locally - from 
Pickering and Vaughan to 
downtown Toronto, Milton 
and Burlington - and are 
being promoted by politi- 
cians who believe their 
communities have what it 
takes to win the fierce bid- 
ding. 

Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie says her city's 
site near the Square One 
shopping centre in the 
downtown core offers Ama- 
zon 180 acres of potential 
development lands and can 
easily meet the company's 
initial needs for 500,000 
square feet of office space. 

Moreover, the city's 
“downtown core will be 
home to four new light rail 
transit stops as part of the 


20-kilometre Hurontario 
LRT," which begins con- 
struction next year. 

“In March, our partners 
in the provincial govern- 
ment made important up- 
grades to the Square One 
bus terminal that will im- 
prove commuter travel for 
workers, students, visitors 
and residents who rely on 
the second busiest terminal 
in the GO Bus network.” 

In Brampton, the chosen 
site is close to the Powerade 
Centre near Pearson Air- 
port and the intersection of 
highways 407 and 410. 

The site provides 112 
acres of city-owned fully- 
serviced and shovel-ready 
land only six kilometres 
from Canada's biggest air- 
port. 

"The city's ownership of 
the property, our willing- 
ness to expedite develop- 
ment and_ the _— cost 
effectiveness of greenfield 
development make the site 
an attractive location that 
meets Amazon's short-term 
and long-term require- 
ments," says Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey. 

The Ontario government 
isn't offering any direct sub- 


sidies to Amazon but has 
outlined various federal and 
provincial programs avail- 
able to the company if it 
sought government aid. In- 
stead, the province has 
committed to spend $30 
million a year to help grad- 
uate 1,000 experts in artifi- 
cial intelligence, a type of 
computer science expertise 
the company craves as it de- 
velops new robotics and 
tech businesses. 

Looking ahead, such an 
Amazon project could be- 
come a massive real estate 
development that would 
transform any of the 10 
GTA communities. 

The company's current 
HQ in Seattle is a complex 
of 33 buildings, 8.1 million 
square feet and 40,000 
workers who earn nearly 
US$26 billion a year. They 
also pump more than $46 
million a year into local 
transit. 

The company is currently 
reviewing the bids and nar- 
rowing them down to a 
short fist before making a 
decision on the chosen site 
next year. 


Singh quits legislature, his Brampton seat to be vacant until June election

New federal NDP Leader 
Jagmeet Singh has offi- 
cially vacated his south- 
eastern Brampton seat in 
the Ontario legislature. 
The 38-year-old Sikh 
politician resigned Friday 
as the MPP from the Bra- 
malea-Gore-Malton rid- 
ing after more than six 
years at Queen's Park and 
three weeks since becom- 
ing leader of the federal 
NDP. 

"It has been an honour 
serving the people of Bra- 
malea-Gore-Malton and 
I'm looking forward to 
continuing this work on 
the federal level, building 
a more fair and just 
Canada," Singh said in a 
statement. 

Singh is the first visible 
minority to become 
leader of any national 
party and has energized 
the NDP. Many in the 
party believe his youth 
and message of social jus- 


tice and labour reforms 
will help them lure mil- 
lennial voters and pro- 
gressives back from 
Justin Trudeau's Liberals 
in the 2019 election. 
Singh plans to run for a 
Commons seat in 2019, 
possibly in the Brampton 
East riding now held by 
the Liberals. Until then, 
he plans to travel the 
country, seeking direc- 
tion from the party's 
grass roots and spending 
time in the Opposition 
visitors’ gallery in the 
Commons watching daily 
question period and re- 
acting to political devel- 
opments as NDP leader. 
The NDP leader is ex- 
pected back at Queen's 
Park today to meet his 
former boss, provincial 
NDP Leader Andrea Hor- 
wath. 

Singh was first elected in 
the 2011 provincial elec- 
tion a few months after 


he narrowly lost in a 
Brampton federal riding 
during the 2011 national 
vote that elected a major- 
ity government for 
Stephen Harper's Con- 
servatives. 

As an MPP, the former 
lawyer became a critic on 
consumer issues such as 
insurance reform, the at- 
torney general and even- 
tually was appointed 
Horwath's deputy leader 
in 2015. 

Premier Kathleen Wynne 
has publicly stated she 
won't call a byelection in 
Bramalea-Gore-Malton

since a provincial vote 
looms next June 7. 

It's uncertain what poli- 
cies the NDP will put for- 
ward with Singh as their 
leader. During his suc- 
cessful leadership cam- 


paign, he proposed 
revamping seniors pen- 
sion programs to help 
poorer seniors by cutting 
some benefits to richer 
retirees. He also focused 
on income inequality in 
the workplace, effective 
climate change policies 
and pressed for electoral 
reform that would end 
our _ first-past-the-post 


system. 

Singh's Sikh ethnicity - he 
is the Canadian-born son 
of Punjabi immigrants 
from northern India - 
helped him grow NDP 
membership in the heav- 
ily Sikh communities in 
Peel and other parts of 
the GTA as well as metro 
Vancouver. 

Those connections could 
be useful in Brampton 
East, a riding that in- 
cludes all of the Flower 
City east of Tobram 
Road, along with an area 
north of Sandalwood 
Parkway and east of Bra- 
malea Road. 

Brampton East is a heav- 
ily diverse riding, with 
the highest percentage of 
Sikhs (33.7 per cent) and 
Hindus (19.4 per cent) of 
any riding in Canada. It 
also has a median age of 
32.6 per cent which is the 
lowest in Ontario.

Airbus takeover of Bombardier C Series jet 
program an opportunity for Mississauga

When I sat down to din- 
ner the other night, I got 
the surprise of my life. 
No, it wasn't the special 
repast my wife had pre- 
pared but my phone buzzing 
with blockbuster news de- 
livered from Amsterdam 
just before 7 p.m.— Bom- 
bardier was selling control 
of its crown jewel jet pro- 
gram to global giant Airbus. 
Selling is not the right word. 
The deal was more a trans- 
fer of control for not a 
penny of cash. It also com- 
mitted Bombardier to spend 
about $800 million over 
two years on the C Series, 
but it made Airbus a major 
player in the Canadian air- 
craft sector. 

The first thought that 
came to mind was the 
$372.5 million the Trudeau 
government gave Bom- 
bardier earlier this year. 
About a third of that for the 
C Series development is 
now in the pockets of the 
European aircraft conglom- 
erate based in France. 


Was that taxpayer 
money just frittered 
away? 


And there's also the $1.25 
billion poured into the com- 
pany by the Quebec govern- 
ment for a near half stake in 
the C Series passenger jet, a 
program long mired in delays 
and cost overruns before the 
plane began flying last year. 

On the surface, I agreed 
with Unifor national presi- 
dent Jerry Dias, who said 
“it’s a sad day that a high-tech 
Canadian treasure is ending 
up in European control, but 
we can take some satisfac- 
tion that the C Series is get- 
ting some needed stability.” 
That’s important for union- 
ized Unifor aircraft workers, 
but it is also good news for 
the City of Mississauga, 
which has an aircraft cluster 
of 27,000 workers at more 
than 300 companies in the 
zone around Toronto Pearson 
International Airport. That 
group of companies is part 
of U.S. and Japanese multi- 
nationals and already key 
suppliers to Bombardier, 
Boeing and others in the 
global industrial supply 
chain. 


The Airbus deal could 
give them access to an 
even bigger network 


of aircraft 
customers. 
At first glance the transac- 
tion seems to be a win-win 
for both sides. Airbus can 
use its global clout to sell the 
C Series in an expected 
market of about 6,000 planes 
over the next 20 years. 
Bombardier, meanwhile, 
gets a big global partner 
to help provide airline 
customers with more confi- 
dence the C Series program 
will survive. 

Another key part of the 


industry 


deal is a promise by Airbus 
to use its plant in Mobile, 
Ala. to help assemble the C 
Series, possibly to get 
around 300 per cent puni- 
tive tariffs imposed by the 
U.S. Commerce Department 
on Bombardier's sale of 75 C 
Series planes to Atlanta- 
based Delta Airlines last year. 

Boeing, which filed the 
trade complaint against 
Bombardier, called the 
transaction with Airbus, its 
fiercest rival, “a questionable 
deal between two heavily 
state-subsidized competi- 
tors to skirt the U.S. govern- 
ment tariff) findings.” 


Despite the deal’s commer- 
cial merits, it should still 
send a strong message to 
governments who want to 
pick industrial winners and 
throw billions of dollars at 
companies in the hopes of 
creating global multination- 
als based in Canada that can 
earn their way in the world- 
wide market. 

In most cases these efforts 


fail, especially in the 
cutthroat global airline 
market dominated by 
Boeing and Airbus. 


Canada can never have a 
true Canadian champion in 
the aircraft sector. It’s not in 


our DNA or our history. 
Remember the Avro 
Arrow? That 1950s at- 
tempt to develop our own 
warplanes was a sinkhole 
for taxpayer money 
before it was scrapped by 
the Diefenbaker govern- 
ment in the early ‘60s. 

How about Canadair? 
That Crown-owned air- 
craft maker based in 
Montreal cost Ottawa 
billions of dollars in sub- 
sidies before the failed 

©)company that made the 
Challenger business jet 
was sold to Bombardier 
in 1986. 

For the key aircraft 
sector, the market rules 
and the Big Dogs call the 
shots. 

We in Canada need to 
learn this lesson before 
we throw away billions 
more in subsidies in the 
hopes that poorly run 
companies can magically 
turn things around.

LRT costs expected to rise by $26 million for Mississauga

The City of Mississauga will 
pay more than $26 million in 
new costs for the Hurontario 
Light Rail Transit project. 

Mississauga’s senior trans- 
portation officer told council’s 
general committee Wednesday 
the city plans to use the LRT 
project to replace and upgrade 
parts of the stormwater infra- 
structure, revamp the power 
supply at 65 road intersections 
and upgrade transit message 
boards at the LRT stops. 

Those projects will be carried 
out by the contractor hired to 
build the LRT and will cost the 
city $26.3 million - money that 
will be added to the 2018-2027 
capital budget and forecast. 
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In addition, council plans to 
provide Metrolinx, the provin- 
cial transit operator, with an 
exemption from local noise by- 
laws and will schedule road 
closures in Port Credit and 
elsewhere as the project is built 
over the next five years. 

“City staff worked on details 
for the procurement process 
such as a _ request from 
Metrolinx for an exemption to 
the city’s noise control by-law 
for timely and cost-efficient 
construction of the project,” 
Geoff Wright, commissioner of 
transportation and works, told 
the committee. 

“We have also identified the 
opportunity to repair and up- 


grade City infrastructure dur- 
ing the construction of the LRT 
to be included in the procure- 
ment and are continuing to 
compile information on poten- 
tial operating and mainte- 
nance costs. Much of this 
information is dependent on 
the procurement process and 
will be part of ongoing discus- 
sions with Metrolinx and fu- 
ture agreements.” 

The $1,4 billion Hurontario 
LRT project includes about 20 
kilometres of new dedicated 
rapid transit between the Port 
Credit GO Station in Missis- 
sauga and Gateway Terminal 
in southern Brampton, with 22 
stops and connections to GO 


Transit’s Milton and 
Lakeshore West lines. 

The LRT is one of the 
biggest infrastructure projects 
in Peel’s history and is ex- 
pected to spur office, condo 
and retail development along 
the route. 

Though the province will 
kick in $1.4 billion to build the 
LRT, it will also boost costs for 
the city, mainly for infrastruc- 
ture and non-basic improve- 
ments to the stations. 

The Ministry of Transporta- 
tion released a Request for 
Proposals in August to design, 
build, finance, operate and 
maintain the new LRT line. 
The winning bid will come 


—e- 


from three preferred bidders - 
which include European and 
Japanese multinationals as 
well as local builders. includ- 
ing Mississauga’s Bird Con- 
struction. 

Under the RFP, the three 
private sector teams - made up 
of bankers, designers and 
builders -- shortlisted for the 
Hurontario LRT project will 
submit their proposals to In- 
frastructure Ontario and 
Metrolinx later this year. The 
contract is slated to be 
awarded in 2018 and construc- 
tion should begin later in the 
year, with service beginning in 
2022. 

Mississauga Mayor Bonnie 


Crombie has called the LRT 
project “a key part of our city’s 
future and building the com- 
plete city where people want to 
live, invest and open up a busi- 
ness.” 

Brampton Mayor Linda Jef- 
frey says the LRT “is one of 
many significant catalysts that 
are sparking urban renewal 
and development in the City of 
Brampton.” 

Besides its GO connections, 
the LRT includes three stops in 
downtown Mississauga as well 
as links to Mississauga MiWay, 
Brampton Transit, Brampton 
Ziim and the Mississauga 
Transitway. 
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Confusion prevails at strike-bound Mississauga Sheridan

Students at Mississauga’s 
Sheridan College campus 
sympathize, but are con- 
fused, worried, and yes, 
angry that their education 
is on hold because a strike 
by unionized instructors 
has cancelled classes. 

The Hazel McCallion 
campus in downtown Mis- 
sissauga was quiet and bike 
racks almost empty on the 
strike’s first day Monday, 
although some of the 
school’s 5,500 students 
went to common areas to 
work on projects 
together, or study in the li- 
brary. 

Most students are sched- 
uled to write midterms this 
week, but that’s uncertain 
as long as the OPSEU 
strike lasts. 

Laenard Go, like many 
other students, was told 
he’d be writing midterm 
exams this week, but that 
was before the strike shut 
classes for nearly 17,000 


Sheridan students’ in 
Brampton and Missis- 
sauga. 


“Tm doing my readings 

to stay ready,” he told Peel 
Daily News. “It’s really hec- 
tic because I’m doing this 
by myself with no guidance 
basically watching 
YouTube videos, not the 
same as having a teacher in 
front of you in class.” 
The stress is mounting 
because while Go is trying 
to complete his school- 
work, he can’t contact his 
professors if there is some- 
thing he doesn’t under- 
stand. 

OPSEU’s 12,000 instruc- 
tors at Ontario’s 24 col- 
leges include about 1,050 
at Sheridan. The teachers 
are striking to back de- 
mands for higher pay, 
more job 
security and a bigger role in 
academic decisions. 

The big public sector 
union notes there have

been four college strikes in 
the last three decades and 
all of them have lasted only 
about three weeks, with no 
student losing her semester 


or academic year. 
Sheridan student Nikita 
Sharma says it’s hard to 
understand why instruc- 
tors can’t respond to the 


students who are doing 
their best to keep up with 
their work. She doesn’t 
want to make a mistake. 

“We have assignments in 
third year with real clients 
and we need to deal with 
companies to write reports 

. if we have questions, 
how do we deal with that if 
we can’t reach our profes- 
sor or anyone who can help 
you?” 

Due to the strike, coun- 
selling is not immediately 
available to students. 

“Tf I was in the middle of 
a crisis I need to talk to a 
counsellor,” said Sharma. 
“They would get back to me 
eventually...but it’s not in 
favour of the student 
and that should be the first 
priority.” 

Many students say they 
have heard rumours they 
may be compensated for 
the time off school to the 
tune of $40 a day. 


Alexandra Janus and 


Laura Dragicuvic have em- 
pathy for the striking staff. 
But it only goes so far. 
“IT am pissed,” said Janus. 
“T worked hard during my 
summers to have enough 
money to go to college and 
now it’s a slap in the face, 
it’s taken away from me...” 

“Tm upset that none of 
the teachers specifically 
told us anything to do with 
the strike beforehand,” said 
Dragicuvic, adding she 
feels “very disconnected” 
by the picket lines around 
the school. 

Fourth year marketing 
student Adam McInnis is 
more relaxed about his 
classes. He feels the situa- 
tion will get settled soon 
so “there’s no reason to get 
riled up.” 

Architecture student Siru 
Lun has concerns about the 
workload being condensed 
to the end of the semester. 

“We will have to work 
really hard at the end.”

Cement maker Lafarge 
Canada fined $115,000 


Lafarge Canada Inc., a 
major cement producer 
based in the Malton area of 
eastern Mississauga, has 
been fined $115,000 after a 
contract worker was electro- 
cuted on the job. 

Lafarge, headquartered on 
Airport Road, paid the fine 
after pleading guilty in 
provincial court in Napanee 
to breaching provincial 
labour safety laws in a work- 
place accident in its cement 
plant in the eastern Ontario 
town of Bath. 

The accident happened in 
March, 2016, when a con- 
tract worker received an 
electrical shock after com- 
ing into direct contact with 
47,500 volts of electricity. 
The power supply to the de- 
vice was not disconnected, 
locked out of service and 
tagged before any work was

The court also imposed a 
25 per cent victim surcharge

Brazilian drug developer

Brad Duguid, Minister of 
Economic Development and 
Growth, called the project "a 
testament to the province’s 
competitive and innovative 
life sciences sector and 
highly skilled workforce."

The Biolab expansion 
stems from a 2015 invest- 
ment mission to South 
America by Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie and 
other local economic devel- 


opment officials. In her re- 
cent state of the city speech 
to the Mississauga Board of 
Trade, Crombie noted the 
new Biolab research centre 
will create at least 40 high- 
skilled jobs and add to the 


city's growing health science 
and pharma sector. 

The jobs fund is a major 
pool of capital set up four 
years ago to spur job growth 
and skills development in 
the province. The province 
recently put in $4.9 million 
on a factory expansion in 
Malton by Japanese-owned 
MHI Canada Aerospace in a 
project valued at $36.2 mil- 
lion. 

Since 2013, the jobs fund 
has invested more than $630 
million in 30 projects, lever- 
aging more than $6.5 billion 
in private sector investment. 

In Peel Region, the jobs 
fund kicked in $5.2 million 
to help Cyclone Manufactur- 
ing expand its Mississauga 
aerospace parts plants in an 


overall $65 million project. 
It was also used to help 
generic drug maker Apotex 
expand its operations in Mis- 
sissauga and snack maker 
Super-Pufft add 34 jobs and 
double its output. 

Ontario invested $1 mil- 
lion as part of that $10 mil- 
lion project and also put 
$4.2 million into a project by 
Baylis Medical Co. to expand 
its Mississauga research and 
development and manufac- 
turing plant, which will add 
84 new jobs. 

Biolab is a Brazilian pri- 
vately held 20-year-old drug 
company which provides 
prescription sales of cardiac 
drugs and skin care medi- 
cines, creams and_ other 
products. 


Nissan unveils safety features which “pave way” to self-driving cars

Nissan’s_ latest vehicle 
safety features boast tech- 
nology that point to devel- 
opment of self-driving cars 
in the future, says a 
spokesperson for the com- 
pany’s Mississauga based 
Canadian subsidiary. 

The Japanese automaker 
is touting next year’s edition 
of the Rogue SL as offering 
“assist hands-on-wheel 
technology [which] paves 
the way to the next level of 
autonomous driving.” 

Spokesperson Jennifer 
McCarthy tells Peel Daily 
News self-driving cars are 
still years away “but we’re 
getting there with this." 

“Quite frankly, fully au- 


tonomous vehicles are going 
to take a long time for the 
market to adopt.” 

In the near term however, 
she describes the technol- 
ogy as incredible. “It tries to 
behave and mimic human 
behaviour.” The features in- 
clude audible warnings if 
the vehicle detected traffic 
problems. It would also cor- 
rect braking and steering 
mistakes that might lead to 
accidents. 

Since its global partner- 
ship with France's Renault 
and Japan's Mitsubishi 
companies, Nissan has been 
trying to develop cutting- 
edge auto technologies 
while it moves aggressively 


into production of electric 
vehicles such as its well- 
known Leaf model. The lat- 
est sensor tech could impact 
how people drive. 

“Just say you're in heavy 
traffic and stopped. If you 
accelerate too fast and the 
car in front of you suddenly 
stops, it'll stop for you. It 
senses the motion in front 
coming too quickly ahead of 
you.” McCarthy says. 

Nissan took a little longer 
to introduce features similar 
to those offered by competi- 
tors but the company 
wanted it to be intuitive and 
effective without being 
overly intrusive. 

“Tt doesn’t drive for you. 
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You have to have your hand 
on the wheel at all times be- 
cause it isn’t an autonomous 
vehicle. It will keep you in 
the centre of the lane and 
guide you in a perfect arc in 
a turn; itll maintain your 
speed so it stops and starts 
for you in traffic.” 

By mimicking human be- 
haviour, the Nissan technol- 
ogy is designed to react in 
way that is safe without 
being overly jarring. 

“It’s not going to disen- 
gage and shut off right in its 
tracks. There would be a 
number of audible warnings 
and then it would just stop 
the vehicle if it did sense an 
imminent accident,” she 


said. 


Technology companies 


like Apple have been im- 
mersed in self-driving car 
projects. Apple’s progress is 
a closely guarded secret. 
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Google is working on a dri- 
verless car company in part- 
nership with non-profits. 

Nissan's head office in 
Mississauga has 350 em- 
ployees. 
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Alectra begins merger talks with Guelph Hydro

Alectra Utilities, the big 
power distributor partly 
owned by Mississauga 
and other GTA region 
cities, is in merger talks 
to expand to southwest- 
ern Ontario. 

The mayor of Guelph 


and other city and hydro 
officials revealed 
Wednesday afternoon 


that Guelph Hydro will 
begin formal talks to 
merge with Mississauga- 
based Alectra Inc., the 
successor company to

the city's former Ener- 
source utility. 

Guelph Mayor Cam 
Guthrie said his city had 
studied the idea for the 
last year, consulted with 
residents and has de- 
cided to become part of a 
broader city-owned util- 
ity in Alectra. 

The proposed merger 
"will keep customers’ 
rates low, it will maintain 
strong customer service, 
preserve local jobs, and 
invest in tomorrow’s en- 


ergy solutions,” Guthrie 
told a news conference at 
city hall. “What the 
analysis clearly shows is 
that by merging with 
Alectra — a growing and 
innovative company — it 
is the perfect match for 


Guelph,” 
Alectra is Canada's 
biggest municipally 


owned utility, with about 
one million residential 
and business customers 
and about 1,600 employ- 
ees in southern Ontario 


communities around the 
GTA. 

The company was 
formed in early 2017 
from the combination of 
Enersource, Horizon 
Utilities and Power- 
Stream. A month later, it 
acquired Hydro One 
Brampton as part of the 
Liberal government's 
plan to sell a controlling 
stake in parent company 
Hydro One and encour- 
age mergers of city- 
owned utilities. 


The City of Mississauga 
has a $282-million stake 
in Alectra through its 
former ownership of 90 
per cent of Enersource. 
Brampton sold its local 
utility to Hydro One 
more than a decade ago 
so it has no equity in 
Alectra. 

The cities of Hamilton, 
St. Catharines and 
Vaughn own other stakes 
in Alectra. If a merger 
with Guelph Hydro is 
completed, the south- 


western city would get an 
ownershi stake and an- 
nual dividends to help its 
budget. 

Guelph Hydro already 
serves about 55,000 cus- 
tomers in the city and 
nearby community and 
employs about 130 work- 
ers. 

Guthrie said the 
planned merger will help 
keep downward pressure 
on rates and increase an- 
nual dividends to the city 
for other priorities. 


Union strike at colleges repeat of past disputes

OPSEU’s strike against 
Ontario’s 24 colleges that 
began Monday is the 
fourth since the post-sec- 
ondary system was set up 
half a century ago. And for 
the nearly 17,000 students 
at Sheridan College cam- 
puses in Mississauga and 
Brampton who will see 
their classes cancelled 
while their instructors 
walk the picket lines, 
history teaches us that the 
current labour dispute 
may end in a few weeks. 

The union’s college 
faculty went on strike in 
1985 for more than three 
weeks over workload 
issues, before they were 
legislated back to work by 
the provincial government 
and the dispute was sent to 
an arbiter to decide. 

Five years later under 
the David Peterson Liber- 
als In 1989, conflict over 
salaries and sick leave 
led to another faculty 
strike, for three weeks 
before the two sides put 
their unresolved issues 
before arbitrator Martin 
Teplitsky. 

In 2006, a bitter 18-day 
faculty strike over wages 
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and class was settled after 
a warning from Premier 
Dalton McGuinty that he 
was losing patience over 
the dispute and he wanted 
college teachers back in 
their classrooms the next 
day. The two sides agreed 
to send the dispute to an 
arbitrator, who ruled on 
issues key to both sides. 

Negotiations were also 
tense four years later but a 
bare majority of instruc- 
tors accepted the colleges’ 
final offer without going 
on strike. 

The Ontario Public Serv- 
ice Employees Union, the 
biggest public sector group 
in the province, says 
bargaining in the college 
sector has been tough over 
the decades but the three 
earlier strikes did not last 
very long. 

“Tn over 40 years and 19 
rounds of _ bargaining, 
work stoppages have oc- 
curred only three times,” 
the union said in a 2013 
report that analyzed 
labour issues in Ontario’s 
community colleges and 
pressed for more govern- 
ment funding for the 
system. 


“Tn addition, while strikes 


can be disruptive to 
students, none of the work 
stoppages lasted longer 
than three weeks, and 
none of them resulted in 
students losing an 
academic year, or even a 
semester.” 

That suggests the current 
strike - where the two 
sides are $250 million a 


year apart in their contract 
demands - may also be 
sent to an arbiter for 
resolution or the picketing 
strikers may face govern- 
ment back to work 
legislation. 

The provincial Liberal 
government has rapidly 
expanded post-secondary 
enrolment in Ontario and 
expanded the OSAP loan 


—e- 


program to help boost 
skills training for future 
workers in the knowledge 
economy. But OPSEU says 
it has not put enough 
money into the schools to 
keep tuition fees low and 
hire more full-time teach- 
ing staff. 

“From the history of 
college faculty collective 
bargaining to date, it is 


clear that the issues of work- 
load, sufficient full-time 
staffing, academic freedom, 
and sufficient remuneration 
are recurring,” said the 
OPSEU report. 

“Tt is also clear that from 
the perspective of faculty, 
the most important issues 
dealt with in bargaining 
have also been the issues 
most directly related to 
quality of education and to 
the quality and collegiality 
of the academic work 
environment.” 

The union for 12,000 
faculty across Ontario, in- 
cluding 1,050 at Sheridan, 
says the colleges suffer 
from three — structural 
flaws: not enough govern- 
ment funding, poor alloca- 
tion of college money and 
an industrial management 
model. 

Those flaws “have been 
only partially accessible 
through the process of 


contract negotiations,” 
OPSEU says. 
“Larger questions of 


system funding and the 
structure of governance in 
the colleges are directly 
related to government 
legislation and fiscal policy.”

Paul Coffey remains one of 
the best defenceman to ever 
play the game, as well as the 
best hockey player to come 
out of Mississauga. 

He was born on Jun. 1, 1961 
in Weston and grew up in 
Malton. 

Coffey, who played his 
minor hockey for the North 
York Rangers, had Malton 
Arena and adjacent Wild- 
wood Park renamed in his 
honour to “Paul Coffey 
Arena and Park” in 2016. 
He was drafted in the first 
round of the 1980 NHL 
Entry draft - sixth overall 
by the Edmonton Oilers. 
The 1981-82 season is when 
he took off, scoring 89 
points in a single season. In 
the 1983-84 season, he won 


his first Stan ey Cup and 
was only the second de- 
fenceman in the history of 
the sport to score 40 goals 
in a season. 

Coffey would go on to win 
four Stanley Cups, have 14 
All-Star selections and win 
the James Norris Trophy 
three times (awarded to the 
NHL's best defenceman). 
Coffey played pro for over 
21 seasons and broke sev- 
eral records along the way 


including: most goals in one 
season by a defenceman- 
48, and most points in a 
single game-8. Coffey, 
who's now 56, is a co-owner 
of the OJHL’s Pickering 
Panthers. In 2003, four 
days after his 42nd birth- 
day, he was inducted into 
the Miss. Sports Hall of 
Fame, and one year later 
was inducted into the 
Hockey Hall Of Fame in 
Downtown Toronto.

franchises over 18 seasons and aver- 
aged 16.9 points per game. 

After his playing days were over, he 
went into broadcasting. He became a 
Detroit Pistons analyst on FOX Sports 
and was also a colour commentator on 
select road trips. He changed careers 
once again when he opted to become 
an assistant coach for the Toronto 
Raptors. 

The following year, he was named 
the head coach of the Raptors 905 of 
the then D-league (now known as the 
G-League). 

Stackhouse propelled the 905 to a D- 
League championship and took home 
the "Coach of the Year" award. He 
hopes to one day become a coach in the 
NBA and sees the G-League as a step- 
ping stone to achieve his further goals.

Despite the accolades and 
storied career as Ontario's 
former premier, Bill Davis is 
still extremely modest when 
people discuss his life. 

“A lot of it was ‘un- 
truths’,” said Davis, whose 
life and career is chronicled 
in the book “Bill Davis: Na- 
tion Builder, and Not So 
Bland After All”. 

Davis and author/televi- 
sion host Steve Paikin 
appeared at a pair of events 
in Brampton and Missis- 
sauga this past week to pro- 
mote the book, which 
chronicles Davis’ time as 
Premier and involvement 
with several major initia- 
tives, including the creation 
of the province’s community 
college system, along with 
public broadcaster TVO and 
the Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education. 

Davis' list of accolades are 
exhaustive. Initially serving 
as Ontario’s Minister of 
Education for nearly a 
decade, Davis succeeded 
Premier John Robarts and 
went on to serve an impres- 
sive four terms in office

The former 
premier finally conceded in 
2015, and provided Paikin 
with access to archival 
materials, including rare 
documents and photos. 

The book was titled after 
an incident where a reporter 
accused Davis of running a

mously responded, “Bland 
works.”

He also 
presided over the formation 
of the Region of Peel, 
though there were several 
who were opposed to the 
idea. 

“My working relationship 
with Hazel McCallion was 
tempestuous as hell,” said 
Davis, referring to the 
former Mayor’s reluctance 
to amalgamate the village of 
Streetsville with the city 
of Mississauga. “It might 
be better today,” he said 
jokingly. 

Davis said that he has a lot 
of affection for Peel, and 
said that it’s a love that runs 
in the family, beginning 
from when his father 
worked as a lawyer. 

Paikin also said he was 
genuinely impressed with 
how well-regarded Davis 
was - and still is - by all of 
the political parties. “He 
liked people, and_ that 
showed. People liked him 
back.” 

When asked about the 
current political climate in 
Ontario, Paikin said that he 
didn’t like the sense of 
antagonism between politi- 
cians. “It’s not enough to 
disagree with someone 
these days ... you have to 
crush and destroy them.” 

He was also asked 
whether a politician like 
Davis could succeed in the 
modern political climate, 
Paikin said he wasn’t very 
optimistic. “I’d like to think

Caring For Older Adults 
In Mississauga

As winter sets in, 
older adults and seniors in 
Mississauga can feel a par- 
ticular burden. The nor- 
mal seasonal increase in 
heating costs, snow re- 
moval and getting around 
can all become an issue. 

There are a number of 
city programs available to 
help ease the budget 
crunch both in winter and 
year round. 

Property Tax Rebate 
Program: Allows a rebate 
of 400$ per year on prop- 
erty taxes for low income 
seniors and disabled indi- 
viduals who own and live 
in their own home. 

Stormwater Subsidy 
Program: Those who qual- 
ify for the property tax re- 
bate automatically qualify 
for a 100 percent subsidy 
for the municipal 
stormwater charge. 

Yard Maintenance 
Subsidy Program: Eligible 
seniors and those with dis- 
abilities can qualify for up 
to $200 per year for snow 
clearing and grass cutting. 

Driveway Windrow 
Snow Clearing Program: 
This program helps low 
income seniors and dis- 
abled persons clear the 


"windrow" or snow block- 
ing their driveway that is a 
result of snow plow opera- 
tion. 

ActiveAssist Program: 
Residents from low in- 
come households can re- 
ceive yearly assistance of 
275$ to pay fees for recre- 
ational and cultural activi- 
ties. 

Considering the wide 
range of programs offered 
by the city, this program 
offers an excellent oppor- 
tunity to learn something 
new. 

There are two pro- 
grams aimed at increasing 
access to the city's transit 
system; 

MiWay Affordable 
Transit Program: Allows 
for a 50 percent subsidy 
for monthly passes to low 
income residents. 

MiWay Senior One 
Dollar Cash Fare — Off- 
Peak Program: During off 
peak hours, MiWay cash 
fare is $1.00. Off-peak 
hours are weekdays from 
9:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. and 
after 7 p.m. and all day on 
Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays.

The Living Arts Centre 
played host to the intensity 
of the Sibelius violin 
concerto performed by 
Corey Gemmell, the MSO’s 
concertmaster. 

The Sibelius Violin 
Concerto is often considered 
the last of the great Roman- 
tic concertos. 

The concerto is sym- 
phonic in scope, with the 
solo violin and all sections 
of the orchestra being 


equal voices. 
Sibelius was premiered on 
19 October 1905 with 


Richard Strauss conducting 
the Berlin Court Orchestra 
and is noted for its 
originality and exhilarating 
brilliance. 

Much of the violin writing 
is virtuosic but even the 
most demanding passages

alternate with a_ lyrical, 
melodic character. This 
work is generally symphonic 
in scope, departing com- 


pletely from the often 
lighter accompaniments of 
many other concertos. 

The concerto is made up 


of many broad and seem- 
ingly gloomy melodies 
contrasted by bright moments 
that appear against a dark 


symphonic backdrop.

Mahler’s first symphony, and
